Mrs. Gertrude Bendway of 2915 Wash- 
ington avenue, who says she is 4 music 
teacher, was discharged by Judge Tracy 
in the City Hall Police Court Saturday 
morning after being tried for carrying 
concealed weapons. A loaded revolver 
was found in the depths of a fur muff 
when she was searched at Police Head- 
quarters about 5 o’clock Saturday morn- 
ing. 

Mrs. Bendway says she did not intend 


to shoot anybody with the revolver and 
would have dropped it from fright if 
she had been attacked by a highway- 
man. She explained that W. M. Ture- 
man of Chicago gave her the revolver 
for protection. Tureman testified that 
this was correct. 

The revolver was found by the police 
when Mrs. Bendway was searched dur- 
ing her call on Chief Gillaspy. Ture- 
man called with her. Their object was 
to report the loss of a watch and pin. 
Tureman was also searched, but was re- 
leased, as no weapons were found on 
him. Mrs. Bendway was siylishly at- 
tired in a tan suit, the coat made three- 
quarter length, wore gray furs and dia- 
monds. She had more than $300 in her 
possession. Her attire, pleasing looks 
and girlish voice attracted much atten- 
tion in the police court. She said she 
has been married several years, but is 
separated from her husband, who As in 
the West for his health. 

Went to Theater Together. 
According to their own stories, Mrs. 
Bendway and Tureman, who -have 
known each other for the past. six 
months, attended a theater Friday night 
and later dined together. About. mid- 
night Tureman escorted Mrs. .Bendway 
to an Olive street car, which she board- 
ed with the intention of visiting the 
home of an uncle on Ridge avenue. 
Tureman went to his room at ine 
Southern. 

Mrs. Bendway had ridden but a few 
blocks when she missed a diamond stua- 
ded watch and an Elk’s-head pin set 
with diamonds. She imediately left the 
car and boarding another went to the 
Southern Hotel. Tureman had already 
retired, but Mrs. Bendway insisted upon 
his being aroused. She told him of the 
loss of her jewels. 

At Tureman’'s request Mrs. Bendwav 
searched his clothing and then accom. 
panied him to her home in an ei.ort to 
find the inissing articles. They went 
ovor the ground they had traveled in 
going to the. theater, to supper and to 
the car, but found no trace of the gems. 
Mrs. Benadway hecame angry and Ture- 
manefinally suggested that they go to 
Police Headquarters and notify the 
Chief of the loss. 

Demands Investigation. 

Without accusing Tureman of any re 
sponsibility in connection with her loss, 
Mrs. Bendway told Chief Gillaspy that 
she would insist upon a thorough police 
investigation. She requested that a po 
liceman be sent to her home Saturday 
morning, saying she would make a report 
then. As she was about to leave Ture- 
man told Night Chief Gillaspy that he 
did not think a report should be made 
of the affuir. He and Mrs. Bendway ‘dis- 
cussed the publicity that such action 
might cause, and while they were thus 
engaged Chief Gillaspy ordered them 
both searched.

She told a Post-Dispatch correspondent 
today that she was innocent of any 
wrong and had only regarded Col. Snell 
as a kindly and generous old man. 

Just Like Uncle, She Says. 

“Why, he was just like an uncle to 
me,"’ she declared. Pastor Hamilton and 
Mrs. Laura Hamilton, -his wife, were 
summoned to testify, but were excused 
by Judge Cochran on a physician’s af- 
fidavit that Mrs... Hamilton is suffering 
from neswous spzostration, with which 
she was stricken when she learned that 
her letters to “ColSnell were in the 
hands of jaWyérs for Richard Snell, the 
disinherited only ‘living son. The daugh- 
ter refuses to tell what hospital Mrs.

Sometimes these letters were sent to

Fifteen of the 
Rev. Mrs. Hamilton's letters are on 
file in the case. 


The letters bear notations in Col. 
Snell's handwriting as to the date he 
received them. The writer did not date 
them, except with the day of the week 
in some instances. One letter bearing 
Col. Snell's note, “received Feb. 6, 
1906,"" reads in full as follors: 


“My Dearest and Best Friend—I am 
now alone-and do not enjoy such ex- 
periences. Eelna has not been well for 
two weeks. She says she wrote you just 
as smon as she was able. Now, I want to 
thank you heartily for sending her that 
money, as it enabled her to pay her 
doctor and provide some things she 
needed. She and Mrs. H. will do all 
they can to make you happy and bye 
and bye will have a home where you can 
have a good time. 

Asks for 8100 Check. 


“Now, my good and best friend, can 
you send me a check for $100 to help me 
on the first payment. If you can assist 
me that much now, I can make the first 
payment with what you sent Mrs. H. 
Please help me if you can and I will 
write you a long, good letter. Now you 
must get ready to visit us just as soon 
as you come back from your trip South. 
We will do all we can to make you 
happy and have a good time. Please 
write Eelna before you go and I know 
she will be good to you. Now don’t for- 
get io write me and help me all you 
can, and I will write you a long, good 
letter. I sent your letter to Mrs. H. that 
came Monday. right on to her without 
opening it. She gets it all O K. I hope 
you are feeling good and comfortable 
this cold weather. Please write me at 
ence. Your true friend. ag 
Another, on which Col. Snell's dating 
is Feb. 16, 1906, reads: 

“My dearest and best friend—I only 
wish you could have visited us Sun- 
day.

You must be sure to come 
Wednesday and stay over night with 
us, and as much longer as possible 
You ean leave here Thursday morning 
and reach Kansas City Thursday even- 
ing. 

“ZI am very thankful for your prom- 
ises to help us and I know now we 
depend on you, for you have been 
very kind to us already. You have 
Gone more for us than anyone else and

Slayer Testifies Woman in 
Dream Told Him He Should 
Marry Cousin, Katie. 








SAYS SHE PROPOSED 





Though Relative Broke En- 
gagement, She Loved Him, 
Defendant Avers. 





Joe Genetti, confessed slayer of: his 
cousin, August Genetti, and August’s 
chum, Louis Cologna, took the witness 
stand in Belleville Saturday and told 
of a wonderful vision, which, he said, 
made him decide to marry his cousin, 
Kate Genett!l, instead of trying to win 
her as a bride for another man. 

“I met Katie three years ago when I 
went to live at the home of my aunt, 
Mrs. Angelina Seppi,’’ he said. ‘‘Katie 
lived there, too. I wasn’t in love with 
her at first. I wanted her to marry a 
man named Guiseppe, a friend of mine 
who worked at Diverncn. 

Woman Appeared in Vision. 

'“T wrote many times to.Guiseppe, tell- 
ing him what a-nice girl Katie was. I 
wanted him to come and see her and 
ask her to be his wife. 

“In April, 1906, I-went to my room one 
night to get writing paper to write to 
Guiseppe. The match went out and 
just as I was lighting another one the 
room suddenly was lit up with many 
colored lights. It seemed to get big like 
this courtroom. 

-“A most beautiful woman appeared to 
me in a vision. She put her hand on my 
head and she gaid, ‘Don't do this thing. 
You must marry Katie yourself.’ 

“T ran downstairs and told Katie what 
1 had seen. She cried when I told her I 
thought the beautiful lady was her 
mother. 

“A few days later I had that vision 
again. ‘You must marry Katie,’ the 
beautiful lady said. 

Says She Proposed. 

“T had a sweetheart in Austria, but I 
gave her up for Katie. After my second 
vision, Katie seemed to fall very much 
in love with me and she proposed to me. 

“We were to.have been married at 
Paducah, Ky., on. Aug. 22, 1906. We 
were going there because we were first 
cousins and couldn’t marry here. 

“Then people got to talking about us 
being together so much and Katie cried. . 
She put off the wedding and in Septem- 
‘ber, 1906, she asked me. to release her 
from the engagement. She swore in 
front, of the church that she still loved 
and that she would never marry an- 
other. I felt then that I would die for 
her. 

“Last April her brother, August, told 
me that I must never speak to her any 
more. I left Collinsville and went to 
Glen Carbon. I didn’t want to stay in 
Collinsville if I couldn’t speak to Katie.” 

Genetti was starting to tell of his 
meeting with Joe Zadra, indicted wit. 
him, when a recess was taken. 

Considered Him Peculiar. 

Before Genetti took the stand Mrs. 
Mary Bace and Mrs. Kate Novasok 
testified that they had considered him 
peculiar. 

“One day,” said Mrs. 
came to me and said, *Feel how my 
heart beatssfor Katie.’ He wouldn't be 
satisfied until I put my hand on his 
chest. His heart was beating very fast 
and I knew then that he was a, love- 
sick man.’ 

Mrs. Bace said that while Genetti 
boarded at her house he seldom talked 
of anything except his great love for 
Katle. 

Kate Genetti, principal witness 
against Genetti, who used an infernal 
machine to kill his cousin and the lat- 
ter’s chum in Mine No. 17 at Collins- 
yille, has succumbed to the nervous 
strain caused by efforts of rélatives to 
prevent her from testifying. 

She has broken down so completely 
that members of her family say that 
she may never be able to appear on the 
witness stand. 

An attachment has been issued for her, 
but so far she has not been found. 
Her- brother, Will Genetti, said Sat- 
urday that his sister is in a St. Louis 
hospital under treatment for her

When the young woman failed to ap- 


pear in court to testify against the 
gliayer of her brother, her aunt, Mrs.

Sheriff Cashel went to Collinsville 
with-an attachment for Kate, but she 
was not at the Seppi home and at first 
her relatives refused to tell anything 
as to her whereabouts. 

From other sources there came a hint 
that she was a: the Deaconness Hos- 
pital.in St. Louis. At this hospital it 
was sald Saturday that Kate is not 
there ahd has not. been there. 

Unless she is using an assumed name, 
she is not in any other St. Louis hos- 
pital, so far as the lista of patients 
show, according to the statements of 
St. Clair County authorities, who have 
been searching for her for three days. 
Kate Genett! is expected to testify 
that Joe Genetti frequently threatened 
her brother August, one of the men 
/killed by the infernal machine, and that. 
he forged his attentions on her by 
threats that if she did not regard him 
with favor he would poison her and 
members of her family.

Might Be Questioned. 

From the bench he stated he did not

broken with emotion, “Yes, as I was 
compelled to vote under the Court's in- 
structions as I understand them.” 

Attorney John S. Miller was on his 
feet in an instant asking that the juror 
be further int.:rogated. This was done 
by Judge Anderson and again Palmer 
hesitatingly replied that he had said 
“vo. 

Palmer, it was learned, was the man 
who held out for Walsh. On the first 
ballot the jury stood 8 to 4, but the 
majority won over one man on each of 
the three succeeding ballots. Palmer 
did not give in until almost dawn to- 
day. , 

A motion for a new trial was made be- 
fore Judge Anderson as soon as the 12 
yurors had been queried. The Court 
set van. 28 as the time for hearing ar- 
guments on the motion. It was rumored 
that Juror Palmer's apparent unwilling- 
ness to vate for “guilty’’ would be used 
by Mr. Miller as the basis for requesting 
@ new trial. : 

His Children in Court. 

Walsh, his two daughters and two 
sons,.were in.court when the verdict 
was read. Walsh hardly was moved 
when Clerk Buell read the word ‘“‘Guil- 
ty.” He stood sternly erect. His face 
paled a trifie and his hand fell heavily 
on the table, but otherwise he was the 
game, stoical, dominant Walsh. His 
children scarcely showed surprise at 
the verdict. 

Attorney Miller, the Standard Ol Co.'s 
$100,000 lawyer, declined to discuss the 
verdict. Then it was that Walsh 
summed up the position of his side 
with, “The fight has only begun.” He 
intends to carry the case to the Su- 
preme Court of the United States. 

The following statement was issued 
by counsel for Mr. Walsh: 

‘The result of this trial is. of course, 
a disappointment to us. In our opinion 
no case was made on tho evidence pre- 
sented against’ Mr.’ Walsh and he was 
entitled to a verdict of not guilty. The 
jury was composed of intelligent men. 
but..they .were farmers a altogether 
unfamiliar with transections involvitg 
business of the character ght out 
in this trial. ‘The jury. Was ‘over- 
whelmed with a mass ~of cungopnected 
transactlOnd * * ober*d Pozen 
years. ee : 

“Under this mass efaevigence the I[s-: 
sues of the case*wéBesburged. We ask 
a suspension of pubife a pes this 
case. We feel sure that the public gen- 
erally regards Mr. V/alsh as innocent 
of these charges. 

WHll Continue Business. 

“Vr. Walsh, as heretofore, will con- 
tinue to attend to his business affairs, 
and that he will finally be vindicated 
we have no doubt.” 

Assistant District Attcrney Fietcher 
Dobyns said: “The prosecution was di- 
rected against Mr. Walsii‘s illegal acts 
and not toward the man. The Govern- 
Ment had no animus in the matter, but 
Was simply performing its duty by en- 
forcing the law. I do not believe there 
ie an error in the case and I am confi- 
dent that the verdict will stand. The 
result shows that the Government en- 
forces the law against the powerful and 
rich as well as against the poor man 
who violates the statutes.” 

Walsh was allowed to remain at lib- 
erty on the same bond, $50,000, which 
had been given after his indictment by 
the Federal grand jury, the prosecution 
being started at the instance of Presi- 
dent Roosevelt. The original indict- 
ment against the banker contained 182 
counts, but demurrers to 32 counts were 
sustained, and 150 were left, on which 
the jurors were required to pass. 

‘The closing of the doors of the Chicago 
National Bank, the Equitable Trust Co. 
and the Home £:vings Bank in 1905 was 
one of the financial upheavals of the 
age. Walsh was the master builder of 
millions. But by today’s verdict he is 
convicted of putting into his structure 
at least $7,000,000 of money entrusted to 
him by other persons. 

Wealth Put at $10,000,000, 

Mr. \/alsh was considered for many 
years the leading financier of Chicago, 
with wealth estimated at $40,000,000. Up 
to the time of the failure of his banks 
he was president of the Chicago Na- 
tional Bank pnd of the Equitable Trust 
Co., and a leading director in the Home 
Savings Bank.

The proceeds of this manipulation, it 
was said, Mr. Walsh had used in specu- 
lation and in the promotion of rail- 
roads.

The Indiana line had always been re- 
garded as Mr. Walsh's personal proper- 
ty, in which he sank between $5,000,000 
and $15,000,000 in futile efforts to obtain 
an entrance into Chicago. 

Mr. WIsh’s trial in the United States 
District Court began Nov. 12 last. A 
jury was completed in a single day and 
the trial has been in almost continuous 
progress since that date. 

Witnesses who have been closely asso- 
clated with 1 banker in his deals 
described his methods in detail. Frea- 
erick W. McLean, once his assistant 
cashier in the bank, swore that Walsh 
had ordered bogus signatures written to 
enable him tO draw more than $1,000,000 
from his bank. 

The banker, it was brought out, had 
made loans to himself on railroad securi- 
ties which the New York Stock Ex- 
change had refused to list on the ground 
that they were worthless.

John R. Moxey, bank éxaminer, . testt- 
fied that in one, day Walsh, Are out 
$444,000 on sever MdMmoran¢ ‘notes for 
$92,000 each, giving as sécUrity a lot of 
second mortgage bonds on the Wiscon- 
sin & Michigan Rallroad, 32 miles long, 
with very little traffic. 

Mr. Walsh has been a resident of Chi- 
cago since he came here 12 years of ago 
with his fami.y, immigrants from Ire- 
and. He grew up and méate himself the 
foremost financier of the city. 

When 18 years old he was salesman 
for a newsdealer. Failing to impress his 
ideas upon his employer, he borrowed 
capital and in 1861 bought him out. 

From this store as a nucleus, he de- 

veloped a service whica supplied scores 
of towns in the Cnicago district with 
newspapers and periodicals. He crowded 
the American News Co. so hard that in 
1866 there was.a merger and the West- 
ern News C>. was formed with Walsh 
as manager. 
Soon he went into politics, then ob- 
tained control of a newspaper, and, be- 
coming master cf these, turned his at- 
tention to banking. His master pas- 
sion was the possession of money for 
the power it gave him. He founded the 
Chicago National Bank in 1880. 


Wes Park Commisaioner. 
Meantime he financed Xe Nationa 
Baseball League and also held&the office 
of Park Commissioner. 

His national bank and later his sav- 
ings banks and tri t company made a 
special effort to get public funds. Al- 
though a Democrat, ie formed an al- 
Hance with Republicans, taking Repub- 
lican leaders into his banks. Thus he 
obtained control of the Chicago park 
funds. 

Illinois State funds, Coo County 
funds and Chicago municipal funds fol- 


lowed into the coffers of the Walsh 
banks. Desperate political fights were 
necessary to accomplish these ends and 
in them Walsh made many of the ene- 
mies who contributed to his downfall. 

His first big deal in public service 
corporations was the formation of the 
Chicago gas monopoly in_ spite of 
charges and investigation. Then he went 
into railroad and coal speculation. Here, 
as in politics, he fought his rivals bit- 
terly and his determination to defeat 
them finally brought his ruin.

B January, 1849—Came to the 
United States and in Chi- 
cago began the fight for power and 
wealth. He continued the battle 
up hill, until he became the prac- 
tical owner of three banks, half a 
score of railroads and a powerful 
newspaper.

The other man, who ran 
‘when Dale jumped in to stop the at- 
tack and robbery. of Leslie, was arrested 
later and said he was* Frank Wilson, 
64 years old, living at 1512 Olive street. 

Watchman is Athlete. 

Dale, whois a structural iron worker 
for the Terminal Association and is 
doing the duties of a watchman only 
temporarily, until work can be given 
him in his line, is only 23 years old. 
He lives at 2228 Kandolph street with 
his bride of three months. He former- 
ly played football and baseball in Peo- 
ria, I)l., his former home, and in ama- 
teur circles in St. Louis. He has also 
done some amateur boxing and is always 
fh excellent physical condition. 

Dale Was standing behind an oil tank 
in the Sixteenth street yards when 
he saw three men walking up Clar. ave- 
nue, They turned over Sixteenth street 
and walked towards him. The two high- 
waymen were on either side of Leslie, 
their victim, Dale says. 

The three came into the yards and 
walked a little distance up the tracks, 
Dale, fearing that something was 
wrong, watched them. Soon he saw 
both men strike their victim. He says 
Wilson, who is known to the police

The men_had Leslie down. 
son was sitting on Leslie's 
Fowler had straddled Leslie’s head 
and grabbed Leslie's watch.

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Commissioner Smith. vs. The Standard Oil Go.~ 


From the Ratlway World, January 3, 1908 


Mr. Herbert Knox Smith, whose zeal in the 
cause of economic reform has been in no wise 
abated by the panic which he and his kind did 
so much to bring on, is out with an answer to 
President Moffett of ‘the Standard Oil Co. of 
Indiana. The publication of this answer, it is 
officially given out, was delayed several weeks, 
“for business reasons,” because it was not 
deemed advisable to further excite the public 
mind, which was profoundly disturbed by the 
crisis. Now that the storm clouds have rolled 
by, however, the Commissioner rushes again 
into the fray. 


_ Our readers remember that the chief points 
in the defense of the Standard Oil Company, 
as presented by President Moffett, were (1) 
that the rate of 6 cents on oil from Whiting to 
East St. Louis has been issued to the Standard 
Oil Company as the lawful rate by employes 
of the Alton, (2) that the 18-cent rate on file 
with the Interstate Commerce Commission w2s 
a class and not a commodity rate, never being 
intended to apply to oil, (3) that oi] was 
shipped in large quantities between Whiting 
and East St. Louis over the Chicago and East- 
ern Illinois at six and one-fourth cents per 
hundred pounds, which has been filed with the 
Interstate Commerce Commission as the law- 
ful rate, and (4) that the 18-cent rate on oil 
Was entirely out of proportion to lawful rates 
on other commodities between these points of 
a similar character, and of greater value, such» 
lor example, as linseed oil, the lawful rate on 
which was eight cents. President Moffett also 
Stated that thousands of tons of freight had 
been sent by other shippers. between these 
points under substantially the same conditions 
as governed the shipments of the Standard 
Oil Company. 


This defense of the Standard Oil Company 
was widely quoted and has undoubtedly exert- 
ed a powerful influence upon the public mind. 
Naturally the administration, which has 
staked the success of its campaign against the 
“trusts” upon the result of its attack upon this 
company, endeavors to offset this influence, 
and — the new deliverance of Commissioner 
Smith. 


We need hardly to point out that his re- 
butta) argument is extremely weak, although 
as strong, no doubt, as the _ circumstances 
would warrant. He answers the points made 
by President Moffett substantially as follows: 
(1) The Standard Oil Company had a traffic 
department, and should have known that the 
six-cent rate had not been filed, (2) no answer, 
(3) the Chicago and Eastern Iilinois rate was 
a secret rate because it read, not from Whit- 
ing, but from Dolton, which is described as “a 
village of about 1500 population just outside 
of Chicago. Its only claim to note is that it 
has been for many years the point of origin for 
this and similar secret rates.” The ‘Commis- 
sioner admits in describing this rate that there 
was a note attached stating that the rate could 
also be used from Whiting. 


The press has quite generally hailed this 
statement of the Commissioner of Corporations 
as a conclusive refutation of what is evidently 
recognized as the strongest rebuttal argument 
advanced by the Standard. 








In fact, it is as weak and inconclusive as 


the remainder of his argument. The lines of 


the Chicago and Eastern Illinois do not run 
into Chicago. They terminate at Dolton, from 
which point entrance is made over the Belt 
Line. Whiting, where the oil freight originates, 
is not on the lines of the Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois, which receives its Whiting freight from 
the Belt Line at Dolton. The former practice, 
now discontinued, in filing tariffs was to make 
them read from a point on the line of the filing 
road, and it was also general to state on the 
sdime sheet, that the tariff would apply to other 
points, e. g., Whiting. The Chicago and Eastern 
Illinois followed this practice in filing its rate 
from Dolton, and making a note on the sheet 
that it applied to Whiting. This was in 1895 
when this method of filing tariffs was in com- 
mon use. 


Now let us see in what way the intending 
shipper of oi] could ‘be misled and deceived by 
the fact that the Chicago & Eastern Illinois 
had not filed a rate reading from Whiting. 
Commissioner Smith contends that “conceal- 
ment is the only motive for such a circuitous 
arrangement,” i. e., that this method of filing 
the rate was intended to mislead intending 
competitors of the Standard Oil Company. Sup- 
pose such a prospective oi! refinér had applied 
to the Interstate Commerce Commission for the 
rate from Chicago to East St. Louis over the 
Chicago and Eastern Tilinois, he would have 
been informed that the only rate filed with the 
commission by this company was 64% cents 
from Dolton, and he would have been further 
informed, if indeed he did not know this al- 
ready, that this rate applied throughout Chi- 
cago territory. So that whether he wished to 
locate his plant at Whiting, or anywhere else 
about Chicago, under an arrangement of long 
standing, and which applies to all of the indus- 
tria] towns in the neighborhood of Chicago, he 
could have his freight delivered cver the Belt 
Line to the Chicago & Eastern Illinois at 
Dolton and transported to Fast St. Louis 
at a rate of 6% cents. Where then is 
the concealment which the Commissioner 
of eorporations makes so much of? Any 
rate—from- Dolton on the Eastern Illinois 
or Chappell on the Alton, or Harvey on 
the Illinois Centra), or Blue Island on the Rock 
Island, applies throughout Chicago territory to 
shipments from Whiting, a8 to shipn ents from 
any other point in the district. So far from 
the Eastern Illinois filing its rate from Doltop 
in order to deceive the shipper, it is the Com- 
missioner of Corporations who either betrays 
his gross ignorance of transportation customs 
in Uhicago territory er on the public 
ignorance of these customs to deceive the pub- 
lic too apt to aceept unquestioningly every 
statement made by a Government official as 
necessarily true, although, as in the present 
instance, a careful examination shows these 
statements to be false. 


The final point made by President Moffett 
that other commodities of a character similar 
to oil were carried at much lower rates than 18 
cents, the Commissioner of Co tions dis- 
cusses only with the remark that “the ‘reason- 
ableness’ of this rate is not in question. The 
question is whether this rate constituted a dis- 
crimination as against other sh of oil,” 
and he also makes much of the failure of Presi- 





dent Moffett to produce before the _— jury

We come back, therefore, to the conclusion . 
of the whole matter, which is that the Standard 
Oil Company of Indiana was fined an amount 
equal to seven or eight tithes the valde of its 
entire property, because its traffie department 
did not verify the statement of the Alton rate 
clerk, that the six-cent commodity rate on oil 
had been properly filed with the Interstate 
Commerce Commission. There is no evidence, 
and none was introduced at the trial, that any 
shipper of oil from Chicago territory had 
interfered with by the eighteen-cent rate nor 
that the failure of the Alton to file its six-cent 
rate had resulted in any discrimination against 
any independent shipper,—we must take this 
on the word of the Commissioner of Corpora- 
tions and of Judge Landis. Neither is it denied 
even by Mr. Smith that the “independent” 
shipper of oil, whom he pictures as driven 
out of business by this diserimination of the 
Alton, could have shipped all the oil he desired 
to ship from Whiting via Dolton over the lines 
of the Chicago and Eastern Dlinois to East St, 
Louis. In short, President Moffett’s defence is 
stil! good, and we predict will be so declared by 
the higher court.
